Court of Lake County, State of Illinois a 
decision of considerable importance woi 
recently made by tho Court, Judge Upton 
presiding, ,.* 

These actions were each brought by hold- 
era of. so called homestead entries, or appli- 
cations for homestead entries on lands for 
many yearB owned and occupied: hy tho 
dofendiints, JoBopii Savage, E, B. Williams, 
Isaac Smith and William Westlake. 

Thcso ; two cases .wore two out of three 
test cases brought by tha bomestead claim- 
ants for the purpose of defeating the title 
which the defendants claim as riparian 
owners under the early government patent" 
of fractions of government Bub-divisions in 
Town 40 North. Range 9 East. 

Judir monk was ordered in favor of the 
defendants in both of tho : above cases; and 
the third case of DuricanBon or. Smitli 
would have been disposed of by a. similar 
judgment, had_ not an'onler been entered 
by consent, giving the defendants until 
tnonoxt term of court to move to change 
their form of action and try to recover upon 
a new theory. 

4 Tke decision of these cases effectually 
disposes of all actions in tho Illinois Court 
on boniest end entries, or the like, to dis- 
pose'ss actual occupants, 

The decision in these cases does not for* 
mally; dispose of tlio more far-reaching 
question of riparian ownership, but tho 
expression of the Court from, the Bench on 
tbo trial indicated that tho judgments, i£ 
necessary, would have- rested -upon the 
rights of the early riparian owners of alt 
landw within the fractional government 
BUb-diviBiotis. 

At the i'oining March Term of the Court, 
it ta expected that a trial will be had of the 
tort oquily cases brotiifht- by-the Garw 
heb^^USwcftsc^iru'dlirpoROU ot; every 
phase of the long contest- hetweeu the 
claimants under the earlier and Inter 
patents, will have bwen.diaptwcd of."

'BIO FIRE AT DUMHIKG. 

Launtl r j of the Cook County Ins ane 
: Asylum Burns. 

• ' Tho laundry ■ building of the Dunning 
insane asylum was destroyed by fire about 
midnight Friday night, entailing "a'losB of 
from '*10,0M* to 815,000. .. 

All of the. employes of tho asylum'', to the 
number of ( 'eighty-fivp, made a heroic effort 
to. save tho building, and nn engine from 
the city department was noon on' tho spot, 
but nothing could atay the progress of tho 
flames." 

The laundry building, was a two-story 
brick, 125x50 feet, located about 250 feet 
from the main wing of the insane asylum, 
where between 1,200 nnd 1,300 patients are 
confined. Tho ward where tho violent 
patients aro confined is so located that the 
patients could plainly see the fire. Tho 
attendants, however, say nearly nil of tho 
patients in the asylum were asleep during 
tho fire, and very , few were awakened, 

consequently, no panic ensued.

Obituary. 

In the death of Michael Graham, which 
occurred on Wednesday, Dec. 18th, at his 
home at Long Lake, Lake County loses one 
of its oldest nnd most respected citizens, 
Mr. Graham was bom in the yenr 1808, in 
the County Galway, Ireland, which left him 
at tho time of his death, 87 years of age. 
At tho early ago of nineteen years ho emi- 
grated to this country and settled in Ver- 
mont, where he resided a number or years, 
aFter which ho removed to Chicago and be- 
came connected with the Illinois Central 
Railroad, and remained in that company's 
eervico for nineteen years. Oct. 8, 1859., he 
was married to Miss Julia Doyle, of Chi- 
cago who still mirvives. him. In the spring 
of I860, becoming tired of city life, ho 
purchased a farm in the town of Grant, on 
tho bank of Long Lake, nnd has resided 
here con Hi mo ii sly ever since, with ;the 
exception of two years spent in Chicago. 
On Kov. 3 lie with his* wife and daughter 
was attending a funeral .fin Chicago, when 
he received a severe stroke of paralysis, his 
right side being entirely paralyzed. All 
that medical skill and loving hands could 
do to alleviate his sufferings wan done, but 
to no avail. Ho never recovered from tho 
terrible disease, Sunday, Dec. 15, 1895, 
he received another shock, his whole body 
became paralyzed, and he was rendered 
unconscious and remained so for three days, 
when he died, surrounded by his family 
and intimate friends. He leaves to mourn 
his loss, his wife,* two sons, Edward and 
Thomas J., three daughters, Annie, Lillto 
and Mrs. Robert O'Boyle, and tbreo grand- 
children, all of whom were at his bedwido 
at tho time of his death; also a brother, 
two sisters, a large number oF nephews, 
nieces nnd other relatives nnd friends. 
— *'-- 'irr'l yc years hn wm it pat ient, and 
caino it was the universnl verdicfTftntft 
that he bad lived n. noblo nnd virtuous life, 
nnd died a happy death. Ho was always a 
kind and loving husband, a fond and 
indulgent father, always ready niuT wil- 
ling to do nn act of kindness to those in 
trouble and to help tho sick and tho afflicted, 
and for these and many other virtues, he 
carried with him to the grave tho utmost 
respect and conlldcnco of . all who had 
known him in life. Although his presence 
in the family circle will bo seen no more, 
his onn-ojfnir Hint he occupied, for so many 
years wttl'be vacant, and he will be missed 
by nil, Mill wc know that he is happy with 
the angck, and that he has obtained his 
just reward, the kingdom and glory of 
Heaven. In spite of the almost impotable 
condition of tho roads, and the inclmuoncy 
of the weather, hiB funeral Saturday morn- 
ing, Dec. 21, wits largely attended, and 
after appropriate services by the Rev. 
Father O'Ncil, his remains were laid to 
rest in the Catholic cemetery in McHcnry.*

How to at»1cfl German ruff Fute. 

To a pound of" fino flour tako three- 
qnnrteraof a pound of butter, which has 
beenwoll washed and kneaded with tho 
bunds nnd left to soak 7 iii fresh water a 
couplo of hours boforo being required. 
Hanpup tho floor on the pastry board, 
mnko a hole in tho middle, put in a bit 
of bntter, on egg;. a, pinch of. salt and a 
liquor glass of brandy. Knead, all well 
together and. mix with sufficient cold 
water lo muko 11 "paste stiff enough to 
roll ensily without sticking on tho board. 
"Roll ont,' taidiig caro uhyays to nse.tho 
rolling pin .from and' not toward tho 
person omplbycd. 'Sqneczo the romalii* 

into four parts. Roll out each part to 
tho thickness of uii inch, always flooring 
; tba board. Lay a portion of tho bntter 
in small pieces on each roll of paste, 
knead well, roll ont. Contiuno adding 
batter and kneading : together, Agnlu 
divide In four portions aud roll out 
thin, spreading with batter. Knead to 
gether aud roll ont for last time; A cool 
place is absolutely necessary :f or making 
puff paste, and tho thinner tho paste is 
rolled out onob time tho better.
